Freedom is 
Indivisable 


Recent resignation of the federal 

Combines Commissioner and the con- 
troversary over his report on the Can- 
adian flour milling industry has 
brought to public notice one of the 
most important, yet least known 
pieces of legislation on our statue 
books, : 
For perhaps the first time in sev- 
eral decades politicians, _(business- 
men, and consumers are taking time 
out to re-examine our laws govern- 
ing trade agreements, 

Briefly, the Combines Act makes 
it unlawful for any Canadian to 
conspire with any other person to 
limit the production or distribution 
of any community, to unreasonably 
enhance the price thereof,” or “to 
unduly prevent or lessen competi- 
tion.” Also outlayed by statute are 
discriminatory discouts or prices de- 
signated to destroy competition, Only 
combinations of workingmen and true 
co-operatves are exempted from its 


provisions, 
The introduction of anti-combines 
legislation in Canada twenty-five 


years ago and the establishment of 
similar government restrictions in 
the United States was based on the 
belief that economic and political 
feedom are indivisable, 

It was held then, just as it was 
wrong for any politica] clique to gov- 
ern apart from constant reference 
and review by the electors so it was 
wrong for any small group in the 
economic field to fix prices and pro- 
fits apart from the free workings 
of the laws of supply and demand, 

Basic to this philosophy was the 
contention that the cumulative de- 
cisions of all the people are wiser, 
econemically and politically than the 


parently shared this belief. It was 
a time when free enterprise and free 
competition were consldered essential 
to political progress, 

In the past decade, and especially 
during the war years, however, many 
practives have grown up to negate 
this policy, Businessmen, profession- 
al men. labor unionists, even agri- 
culturists who while paying lip ser- 
vice in public to the precepts of pri- 
vate enterprise, have, in private, 
agreed to the philosophies of com- 
bine and monopoly. 

Sipokesmen for such groups as the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion have contended that combines 
to fix uniform prices are not neces- 


sarily, of themselves, wrong; that 
they may, in fact, benefit the nation 
by promoting stability of em- 


ployment, provided; of course, that 
profits are held to a just level. 

Professional men have set initiattion 
fees to discourage competition, Labor 
unions have introduced ‘feather bed- 
ding’ allegedly to increase employ 
ment. Agricultural organizations 
have persuaded governments to police 
compulsory marketing schemes to 
promote, as they clain, price stabil- 
ity. 

Weekly newspapers, stil] a stal- 
wart example of corapetitive enter- 
prise, now buy from a paper industry 
which has long since abandoned any 
pretense of price competition in the 
daily newspaper and radio fields from 


groups whose monopolistic tendencies ;

Training for Citizenship 

The Junior Farm Club program, 
by conspicuous achievement, has 
attained a prominent position in 
Canadian agriculture. It has ren- 
dered. a service to farm youth, and 
through them to the industry as 4 
whole, that warrants recognition. 

Club work for rural youth is an 
important part of agricultural ex- 
tension programs both in Canada 
and the United States. It is a 
voluntary educational movement de- 
signed to provide, through organized 
clubs, practical training in agricul- 
ture, homemaking and citizenship. 
It is not a substitute for formal 
éducaion as provided in our schools, 
but rather an important supplement 
to it. 

Objectives Achieved. By studying 

and demonstrating approved prac- 
tices in agriculture and homemaking, 
club members have helped to raise 
the standard of farm production 
and to improve living conditions in 
the home. . This in itself is quite an 
accomplishment but by no means 
the only measure of success. From 
the very beginning this youth pro- 
gram has sought to develop in the 
members, a greater appreciation of 
good citizenship. 
* By working with others, by gain- 
ing experience in the art of self 
expression, by learning parliament- 
ary procedifre, by holding office 
and serving on committees, club 
members are developing initiative, 
tolerance and understanding. These 
are experiences which prepare young 
people for greater service to the 
community. 

Leadership Important. This pro- 
gram would not be possible without 
the devoted service of hundreds of 
voluntary adult leaders. These 
leaders have been the great driving 
force behind the success of the 
movement. With over a million 
farm youth of club age in Canada, 
and less than 60,000 enrolled in 
Clubs for the current year, there 
are still great opportunities for 
expansion and development. 

Any organization which is develop- 
ing in young people a greater appre- 
¢iation of rural life and progressive 
agriculture, is performing a valuable 
function for the nation and deserves 
the support and goodwill of all.

enmeenppedie emma 
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make the strongest efforts to get 
them to achieve fair and workable ar- 
rangements in their wae, price, and 
output policies; assure above all the 
maximum output and a distributin of 
economic power consistant with the 
sale of this output at reasonable 
prices,” 

It is well for us to remember that 
in Germany, in many other parts of 
Europe and the Orient, and in Great 
Britain itself, cartels combines, and 
monopolies, and the political and 
economic philosophy ‘which makes 
their existance possible, are the ac- 
opted rule, 

In Canada and. the United States, 
alone, have the people so far agreed 
that in the individual citizens should 
rest final authority and that to, re- 
move that authority is to take an 
inevitable step toward economic and 
political] feudalism. 

Our federal government has an- 
nounced its intention of overhauling 
the legal limitations on combines, 
cartels, and monopolies. § Already 
many industria] and commercial 
groups tave op:nly stated their 
intention of working for an easing of 
these limitations, If we, as individual 
citizens believe in free enterprise, in 
free competition, and in an end to 
private agreements for private gain, 
we also have a responsiblity to make 
our position erystal clear,
